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About Air Pollution Control   

The Pollution Control Division of MPHD promotes healthy living conditions through clean air and 

reduced exposure to environmental health and safety hazards.  The Pollution Control staff provide 

assessments, educational handouts and protection products to the citizens of Nashville/Davidson 

County.    

The Clean Air Act of 1990 states that air pollution control is a primary responsibility of state and local 

governments.  Metropolitan Code (Chapter 10.56) charges the Metropolitan Board of Health with the 

responsibility of adopting, promulgating, and enforcing such rules and regulations as necessary to 

achieve and maintain such levels of air quality as will protect human health and safety, and to the 

greatest degree practical, prevent injury to plant life and property and foster the comfort and 

convenience of the inhabitants of the Metropolitan Government area.
